A remarkable ca*e of madness, re- ] 


suiting from a wound inflicted by an ] 
, angry hen, has recently appeared near < 


Brazoria, Texas, on the plantation of! 


' Joseph Middleton. 
A negro woman j 


employed by him, while setting a hen j 
to hatch a nest of eggs, wished to place j 
more under her, and raised the fowl j 
from nest in order to do'so. 
The hen j 


turned on her and gave her a peck on j 
the hand so severe as to break the skin, 5 
drawing at the same time a few drops j 
of blood. 
] 


As the wound healed up without de- j 


lay nothing more was thought oi the j 
matter, the woman only mentioning 
the occurrence casually to some of the 
other negroes on the place. 


Last week, some ten days after the 


hen had pecked her, the woman began j 
to exhibit strange freaks, of demeanor, ] 
and, from a good-natured, obliging 
creature, has become so fractious and 
surly that all are afraid to approach her. 
she refuses all companionship and wan- 
ders about the country all day from 
early morning, only coining to the | 
house for her meals. 
If any attempt is j 


made to confine her, or to lay hands 
on her, she becomes violently angry and 
makes vicious darts and springs towards 
any one present- 


For days she has not srx»ken a word, 


but keeps up continually a low., cluck- 
ing noise, most horribly like that of a 
hen, and sits by the hour scratching in 
the earth with her hands and feet. 
In 


eating her resemblance to a fowl is dis- 
played in a most remarkable and shock- 
ing manner, for her food is taken up by 
her pecking at it with all the motions 
of a chicken's head wffile feeding. 


All who knew her before her mad- 


ness say that her entire expression has 
undergone a change. .JThis is probably 
true, for her features nep wear a sharp- 
ened, eager aspect, aftp^r eyes have 
a most unnaturally hard and bright 
look, with a bird-like way of glancing 
about her. 
At night she refuse to sleep 


under a roof, and is generally found 
hiding about sunset under some tree or 
bush, and will vigorously resent with an 
angry cackle all attempts to disturb 
her. 
She is visibly growing weaker, 


and physicians who have seen her say- 
that her death is only a question of a 
a few weeks at most. 


The negroes regard her as one be- 


witched orr"hoadooed," and cannot be 
prevailed upon to approach her, even 
her husband and children having de- 
serted her. People from all over the 
country have visited her, while" she re- 
mains to all appearances perfectly ob- 
livious to her visitors and quietly pur- 
sues her clucking and scratching as 
long as she is not interfered with. 


Two Outlaws Hanged. 
\ 


\bout midnight Friday night a mob ; 


surrounded the Lincoln County, \V. \ 
Ya., Jail, forced an entrance after a 
short resistance by the authorities, took - 
two of the prisoners, Green McCoy and . 
Milton Haley, and hung them to a tree 
a short distance from the jail. 


Haley and McCoy were natives of 


Kentucky and were allied to the Mc- 
Coy faction of outlaws, whose murder- 
ous feud with the Hatiields is generally 
familiar to the public. 
McCoy was 


engaged iin a shooting scrape with Par- 
is Brumfield. of Lincoln county, about 
a year ago, and about a month ago he, 
in company with Haley, ambushed and 
attempted to murder Al Brumfield and 
his wife. 


This shooting occurred on a Sunday 


night and both the victims were badly 
wounded, Mrs. Brumfield being shot in 
the breast and her husband in the leg. 
For a time it was thought the woman 
would die, but she finally recovered. 
McCoy and Haley escaped to Ken- 
tucky, but not until there had been two 
more attempts at assassination in the 
lower end of the county, in one ot 
which a man named Adkms, a friend 
of the Brumfields, was wounded. 


The twb would-be murderers were 


arrested at Ben Post Ofnce, Martin 
county, Ky., and were*onfined in jail 
there. Friday they were locked up in 
the Lincoln county, W. Va., jail, and, 
in the absence of definite information, 
it is supposed they were lynched by 
some of the Hatfield sympathizers.

A feud of twenty years' standing was 


settled Saturday near New Hampton, 
the county seat of Chickasaw county, 
Iowa, by a general battle, in which two 
men were killed and several others 
were wounded.

McKenna and a number of other farm- 
ers had assemble.! at the farm of Albert 
Smith to assist him in a barn-raising. 
A feud had existed between the Dond 
and McKenna families, who occupy 


i adjoining farms, for twenty years.

! the neighborhood has taken part one 


i way or the other, and the men who 
met were armed to the teeth and pre- 
pared for any emergency which might 
arise. They worked together quietly 
until 3 o'clock in the afternoon, when 
a dispute arose. Hot words passed, 
when, without a moment's warning, 
Thomas Doud drew his revolver and 
fired at McKenna, who was standing 
10 feet away. 
McKenna was hit in the 


forehead and the top of his head blowa 
off. 
As he fell a man named Malvi- 


hill, a friend of McKenna's, shot Doud 
through the lungs. Then the battle 
became general. 
How many other 


shots were fired cannot be learned. 
A 


posse of officers were sent out from N. 
Hampton and late Saturday night 
Doud's two sons and Mulvihill were 
arrested and locked up.

Act Like a Chicken, 


A remarkable case of madness, re- 
sulting trom a wound inflicted by an 
angry hen, has recently appeared near 
Brazoria, Texas, on the plantation of 
Joseph Middleton, 
A negro woman 
employed by him, while setting a hen 
to hatch a nest of eggs, wished to place 
more under her, and raised the fowl 
from nest in order to do|so. 
The hen 
turned on her and gave her a peck on 
the hand so severe as to break the skin, 
drawing at the same time a few drops 
ot blood. 


As the wound healed up without de- 
lay nothing more was thought of the 
matter, the woman only mentioning 
the occurrence casually to some ot the 
other negroes on the place. 


Last week, soine ten days after the 
hen had pecked her, the woman began 
to exhibit strange freakrof demeanor, 
and, from a good-natured, 
obliging 
creature, has become so fractious and 
surly that all are afraid to approach her. 
she refuses all companionship and wan- 
ders about the country all day from 
early morning, only coming to the 
house for her meals. 
If any attempt is 
made to confine her, or to lay hands 
on her, she becomes violently angry and 
makes vicious darts and springs towards 
any one present. 


For days she has not spoken a word, 
but keeps up continually a low, cluck- 
ing noise, most horribly like that oi a 
hen, and sits by the hour scratching in 
the earth with her hands and feet. 
In 
eating her resemblance to a fowl is dis- 
played in a most remarkable and shock- 
ing manner, lor her food is taken up by 
her pecking at it with all the motions 
of a chicken's head while feeding. 


All who knew her before her mad- 
ness say that her entii'#' expression has 
undergone a change. , J h i s is probably 
true, for her features now kear a sharp- 
ened, eager aspect, att#"Wi|;r eyes have, 
a most unnaturally hard and 
bright 
look, with a bird-like way of glancing 
about her. 
At night she refuse to sleep 
under a roof, and is generally found 
hiding about sunset under some tree or 
bush, and will vigorously resent with an , 
angry cackle all attempts to disturb 
her. 
She is visibly growing weaker, 
and physicians who have seen her say 
that her death is only a question of a 
a few weeks at most. 


The negroes regard her as one be- 
witched or^"hoodooed," and cannot be 
prevailed upon to approach her, even 
her husband and children having de- 
serted her. 
People from all over the 
country have visited her, while she re- 
mains to all appearances perfectly ob- 
livious to her visitors and quietly pur- 
sues her clucking and scratching as 
long as she is not interfered with.

Two Outlaws 
Hanged. 


\bout midnight Friday night a mob 
surrounded the Lincoln County, W. 
Va., JaiK forced an entrance after a 
short resistance by the authorities, took 
two of the prisoners. Green McCoy and 
Milton Haley, and hung them to a tree 
a short distance from the jail. 


Haley .and McCoy were natives of 
Kentucky and were allied to the Mc- 
Coy facMon of outlaws, whose murder- 
ous feud with the Hatfields is generally 
familiar to the public. 
McCoy 
was 
engaged in a shooting scrape with Par- 
is Brumfield, of Lincoln county, about 
a year ago, and about a month ago he, 
in company with Haley, ambushed and 
attempted to murder A1 Brumfield and 
his wife. 


This shooting occurred on a Sunday 
night and both the victims were badly 
wounded, Mrs. Brumfield being shot in 
the breast and her husband in the leg. 
For a time it was thought the woman 
would die, but she finally recovered. 
McCoy and 
Haley escaped to Ken- 
tucky, but not until there had been two 
more attempts at assassination in the 
hiwer end of the county, in one ot 
which a man named Adkins, a friend 
of the Brumfields, was wounded. 


The twb would-be murderers were 
arrested at Ben Post Office, Martin 
county, Ky., and were^onfined in jail 
there. 
Friday they were locked up in 
the Lincoln county, W. Va., jail, and, 
in the absence of definite information, 
it is supposed they were lynched by 
some of the Hatfield sympathizers.

Doud's two sons and Mulvihill were 
arrested and locked up.

The aptitude of the Celestial 
for packing himself into a small hole, and 
remainiuir then» with every symjitoni of 
enjoying himself, is renvirkable. 


John's Sunday is a holiday for bin», and 
he spends il by mixiuir jdcasure and busi- 
ness, so that when Monday comes he has 
little cause to rogrot the way he had 
s])eut the day. 
Tho iirst thing John 
learns when he comics here is how to go 
to aiott street. 
Other quarters are notli- 
iug to him, save those places \Yhere he is 
an object of comment, and where the 
people whom he m(*ets point the linger 
of scorn at him, and the little '^McUicans" 
chase him and make his life a burden. 


But Mott street is a household word 
even along the banks of the Yellow River, 
where its fame has been spread by the

is here.

Huntinsr TV'ith Tamo Leopards iu India. 


The following account of hunting with 


taine leopards, of the species called ihe- 
cheetah, at Dhar, In Central India, is con- 
tributed to the IllvMruted LsavJ.vH 
Nz~<f$: 


"Vre were staying with the 3Iaharajsiii of 
Dhar and one day he said we should see 
a cheetah-hunt: so we started on horse- 
back about 4 o'clock i«i the afternoon. 
The cheetah? looked lovely and seemed 
quite tame, following the shikaris like 
dogs. We went about five miles over 
very bad ground, and it was exceedingly 
hot. At last, to our delight, we suw a 
herd of deer aboue a mile oil, snd we a» 
once stopped, while the shikari went for- 
ward with two cheetahs. 
Presently ontr 


of the cheetah* stood stili. peered ubo-.it 
and lay down slowly whisking his tail 
from side to sk!e. The men said *lw has 
seen the deer." Soon he got up asjaiii 
and went after his companion, and si-eased 
to communicate to him that deer were ia 
sight. Then they both lay down at once. 
After a little time they got up and began 
stalking the deer through the grass. It 
was very diincult to distinguish the chee- 
tahs, as they were much the same color 
as the ground. Presently the deer be- 
came aware something was up and stopoed 
tind looked about: then <sudden!jr they 
all got together and began trorria«j off, 
followed, at once by the cheetahs, who, 
although far behind, gamed ground at

Chinese Floating Gardens. 


In the month of April a bamboo raft, 


ten to twelve feet- long and abcut. half :is 
broad. Is prepared, says the China, llt- 
rieif. The poles are lashed together with 
interstices of an inch between each. 
Over this a layer of straw an Inch thick 
Is spread, and then a coating two Inches 
thick of adhesive- mud. taken from the 
bottom of a canal or pond, which receives 
the seed. The raft Is moored to the bank 
in still water, and requires no further at- 
tention. 
The straw soon gives wny and 


the soil also, tiie roots drawing support 
from the water alone. In about twenty 
days the raft becomes covered with the. 
creeper (Ipomcea reptams"j, and Its stems 
and roots are gathered for cooking. In 
autumn Its small white petals and Yellow 
stamens, nestling among 
the 
roui>«l 


leaves, present a very pretty appearance. 
In some places marshy land Is profitably 
cultivated in this manner. 
Besides these 


floating vegetable gardens there are also 
floating rice fields. Upon rafts construc- 
ted as above weeds and adherent mud 
were placed as a nooring, and when the 
rice shoots were ready for transplanting 
thev were placed in the floating soil, 
which, being adhesive and held in place 
by weed roots, the plants were maintained 
In position throughout- the season. The- 
rice thus planted ripened in from sixty 
to seventv in place of one hundred days. 
The rafts" are cabled to the shore, float- 
ing on lakes, pools or sluggish streams. 
These floating fields served to avert 
famines, -whether by drought or flood. 
When other fields were submerged and 
their croptsodden or rotten, these floated 
and Nourished, and when a drought pre- 
vailed they subsided -with the falling 
water and while the soil around was arid 
advanced to maturity. 
Agricultural 


treatises contain plates representing rows 
of extensive rice fields moored to sturdy 
trees on the banks of rivers or Iake3 
which existed formerly In the lacustrine 
resnons of the lower Yangstse and Yello-.*- 
ttfver.

HuntingIVlth Tame Lroimrdsin Jndiiu 


The following account of hunting with 
tame leo])ards, of tho sj)ecies called the 
cheetah, atDhar, in Central India, ia con- 
tnbutod to the Illmtratcd 
I/)ndon iVb?/).s:

Chinese Floating Gardens. 


Yn the month of April a bamboo raft, 
ten to twelve feet long and abcut half as 
broad, is prepared, says the Chvia 
Jic- 
•mew. The poles are hushed together with 
interstices 
of 
an 
inch 
between 
each. 
Over this a layer of stniw an inch 
thick 
is spread, and then a coating two inches 
thick of adhesive nnid, taken from 
the 
bottom of a canal or pond, which receives 
the seed. The raft is moored to the bank 
in still water, and requires no further at- 
tention. 
Tho strav/ soon gives way and 
the soil also, the roots drawing support 
from the w^ater alone. 
In about twenty 
days the raft bccomcs covered with thi^ 
creeper (ipomcea reptams), and its stems 
and roots are gathered for cooking. 
In 
autumu its small white petals and yqllow 
stamens, 
nestling 
among 
the \;round 
leaves, present a very pretty 
appearance. 
In some places marshy land is profitably 
cultivated iu this manner. 
Besides these 
floating vegetable gardens there are alsc 
floating 
rice 
fields. 
Upon rafts constrixc- 
ted as above weeds and adherent mud 
were placed ait a flooring, and when tho 
ricc shoots were ready for transplanting 
they were placed 
in 
the 
floating soil^ 
which, beingadhesivc and held in plact* 
by weed roots, tho plants w w e maintained 
in position throughout the season. 
The- 
rice thus planted ripened in from sixty 
to seventy in place of one hundred days. 
The rafts arc cabled to the shore, float- 
ing on lakes, 
pools or sluggish streams» 
These 
floating 
lields 
served 
to 
avert 
famines, whether by drought 
or 
flood. 
When other fields were submerged 
and 
their crops sodden or rotten, these floated 
and flourished, and when a drought pre- 
vailed 
they 
subsided 
with the falling 
water and while the soil around was arid 
advanced 
to 
maturity. 
Agricultural 
treatises contain plates representing rows 
of extensive rice llelda moored to sturdy 
trees on tlie banks 
of 
rivers or 
lakes 
which existed formerly in the lacustrine 
regionsofthe lower Yangstse and Yellow

VnOTECTION KOU YOrXG PLANTS, 


A very cheap and eifective protector for 
yonu£i plants may he made of the collar 
for pipe tiles, which can be bought at 
nearly all factories of drain tiles. The 
collars are in scciiojas, abont the same in 
lensrth aa ordinary pipe tile, with grooves 
jmrtly separatincr the individual collars. 
AVhen broken apart the collars are each 
flbout four inches long and two or three 
inches in diameter. One of these is set 
uround each plant and pressed slightly 
into the ground, so as to exclude cold 
winds, cutworms, bugs and other ene- 
mies, ^ The collars are practically inde- 
stiuctible, and Avith reasonable care ti 
supply vnW last for years. Where they 
pnnot be obtained n very good substitute 
is made by melting the bottoms from the 
tin can in which vegetables Jind fruit are 
sold, and using the can in the manner as 
above.—American Ar/rmiUiirist,

In the hot summer months, 
when growth is rapid, bleaching is very 
quiekly performed if the piajit is deprived 
of liirht, whereas, toward fall, it takes 
double the time. h\ the deptli of Avinter, 
with soil little above free/.iug, the pro- 
cess is slower, yet takes all the Munter, 
sometimes, to thoroughly bleach. 
At 
this time of the year, a couple ©f weeks 
will be suflieient; in the fall the same re- 
suit will take a month. Once bleached, 
it is best marketed or used, if possible, 
as the danger of rust is considerable, by 
that thoroughly bleached. This is the 
reason why gardencrii do not earth up be- 
yond sutlicient to kee]) the stalks from 
spreading, until two or three Aveeks be- 
fore Avautf^d. 


As celery is now grown mostly in a few 
places, andshi|»ped all over the country, 
every means is used to cheapen the cost 
of production, and the plow and horse 
does, to a considerable extent, what used 
to be done by the spade and hand.

AUTUMN WEED?. 


iVIany nn otherwise good cultivator, 
«ays A. B. Allen, in the New York 


Tribune^ 
is very careless as to destruction 
of autumn weeds, thinking his crops are 
m wdi grown that letting them alone 
can do no particular harm. 
But if w^e 
consider that the heads are rapidly 
ripening seeds by the million, to be 
blown over the land in every direction, 
to germinate the following s})ring, we 
wou;d undoubtedly be more careful in 
not permitting them to stand. One need 
not necessarily take time to root the 
weeds out during this busy season; he 
Jias only to resort to the much quicker 
^nd lighter task of clipping the seed- 
heads from their stalks. This should be 
done before or just as they begin to blos- 
fcom^ for if cut in full flower many seeds 
will form and ripen from the nutriment 
they derive from the cut stalks. 


One man will easily pass over several 
acres a iLiy with sickle or scythe, cutting 
close up to the blossom-heads on the 
«talk, all of which Avill rot well during 
winter and act as beneflcial mulch to the 
«oil and as fertilizer to the crops the fol- 
lowing spring and summer. All annual 
weeds may be thus treated, but the pe- 
rennial must be extirpated by pulling or 
plowing out dieir roots. Indoing^his 
care should be taken to secure even the 


VAT.L PIGS. 


3\Iany find it profltable to let the sowa 
have two litter of pigs, one in the spring,

At the start one of the most important 
items with fall pigs is to provide them 
Avith a dry, warm, comfortable shelter. 
To attempt to keep them Avarm by feed- 
ing corn Avill increase tho cost so as to 
leave little if any margin of profit. With 
stock of all'kinds animal heat can be 
maintained much more economically by 
providing shelter than by feeding corn. 
Some corn Avill be necessary, unless the 
shelter provided is considerably above 
the average. Corn is one of the very 
best materials that can he used to good
